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SULPHITE ADVANCED. 


The Manufacturers at Last Come To- 
gether and Adopt Uniform Prices. 


At a Two Days’ Meeting Held in Boston Late Last Week the 
Mill Owners Representing Practically the Entire Ton- 
nage of the Country Came to an Agreement. 


A permanent association of the sulphite manufacturers of the 
country was formed in Boston on Friday of last week. Prices have 
been advanced effective September 24. 

The new prices are $1.95 per hundred or $39 per ton to all 
points in New York State, New England and in and around 
Philadelphia, Pa., and within a radius of 25 miles therefrom, and 
$2 per hundred or $40 per ton to all points in the Western and 
Southern States. 

A reduction of $1 per ton will be allowed to purchasers who are 
in the immediate vicinity of any particular mill or within a Io 
mile radius. This reduction will also be allowed on sales of 5,000 
tons or over. No buyer can receive these two rebates at the same 
time. 

The arrangements for the meeting were made very quietly, 
notices having been sent to all the manufacturers to be on hand 
Friday when the meeting was called to order. The proceedings 
were conducted very smoothly, and all present unanimously agreed 
on all questions. It is a well known fact that the majority of the 
manufacturers have been selling at a loss for some time owing to 
the unwarranted competition which they have had to meet. 
Then, again, the high cost of all raw material, including labor, 
has been another direct cause for complaint, these conditions hav- 
ing existed for several years or more. This co-operation on the 
part of the manufacturers has been brought about by these adverse 
conditions, and realizing that something definite must be done 
they have agreed to work together on an equal basis and have 
adopted a policy which is believed to be just as liberal to the buyer 

s to themselves.

Car Shortage Growing.

Cuicaco, September 25.—The car shortage is making itself felt 
ore and more each day, and traffic officials have more trouble to 
nd equipment than business. Only today one of the Eastern lines 
is compelled to turn down a tender of a shipment of 150 cars of 


grain for New York because it could not furnish the cars for the 
movement. 

“We need 2,500 more cars to take out the business we have in 
hand in Chicago,” said the general freight agent of one of the 
Eastern lines. “Business is heavier than I have ever seen it at this 
season of the year, and it looks to me as though we are bound to 
be swamped before we get through with it. We have made large 
additions to our equipment, but the additions have not been large 
enough to care for the growth in traffic.” 

Several Western roads are also complaining of a shortage of cars, 
especially those roads which reach the agricultural regions of the 
Southwest. 


The Booth and Eddy Mills Both Down.

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NEW YORK STREAMS LOW. 


The United States Geological Survey Hydrographers Report an 
Unusual Condition of the Rivers in Northern New York 
—The Use of Well Water Has Been Restricted. 


WASHINGTON, September 25, 1906.—Hydrographers of the United 
States Geological Survey report that all the streams in New York 
are at an unusually low stage as a result of the dry weather that 
has prevailed for the past ten days, and in some sections for three 
weeks. This condition is especially noticeable on Hudson River, 
Hoosic River, Kinderhook Creek, Catskill Creek, Salmon River 
and West Canada Creek. In some sections of the State wells have 
failed, and farmers have been compelled to haul water for stock. 
Several of the small towns in the central part of the State have 
had to limit the use of water, and great inconvenience will be 
caused if the drought is not soon broken. 

Arrangements have recently been made for collecting and an- 
alyzing samples of water from the Susquehanna River. Daily sam- 
ples are taken at West Pittston, Danville and Williamsport, Pa., 
and shipped to the laboratory of the survey here, where those 
from each point are united into sets of convenient size and sub- 
jected to a complete mineral analysis. . 

The object is to discover the amount of mineral matter carried 
by the water and its variation from week to week. In this man- 
ner the adaptability of the water for different industrial purposes

The Clayville Paper Company Accused of River Polluting. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Syracuse, N. Y., September 25, 1906.—The Clayville Paper Com- 
pany, located at Clayville, Oneida County, on the Utica branch of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad, had a little 
dispute with the State Fish and Game Department last week. It 
seems that the pretty Sauquoit Creek, on whose banks the paper 
mill plant is located, is a famous trout stream, and this fact is 
jealously guarded by those who desire to fish in its waters. Each 
fall the stream is stocked with this trout, and they thrive splendidly. 
Recently it was noticed that the fish were being killed in large 
quantities around the mill property and below it. It seems that 
the paper company was dumping chloride of lime from its mill into 
the creek, and it was this which killed the fish. Complaint was 
made to the village board, and a protest was sent to the State Fish 
and Game Commission at Albany, together with a personal request 
from one of the town officials, who is a follower of Izaak Walton, 
with the result that Inspector Levitt descended upon the paper 
company last week and notified the management that it would 
have to cease dumping the lime into the creek. The Sauquoit

West Virginia P. & P. Co. Accused of Polluting the Potomac. 


CUMBERLAND, Md., September 25, 1906.—Cregon Milton Dennis, 
State game warden; State’s Attorney Austin Wilson and Deputy 
Wardens Clark and Lucas appeared on Friday of last week as 
prosecutors against the West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company, 
of Luke, charged with placing refuse in the Potomac River hurtful 
to fish. The case did not come to trial. State Game Warden 
Dennis spoke of the probability of an agreement whereby the refuse 
of the great plant will be diverted into some channel other than 
a running stream. 

It was agreed by the company through its representatives to con 
struct a sea wall abutting upon the Potomac, as well as reservoirs, 
by which to prevent the entrance of lime, manure and other refuse 
of the plant into the river. The Messrs. Luke explained that they 
had already expended $30,000 in searching for a plan or process to 
dispose of this refuse and thus prevent the pollution of the river. 
Their attitude was so honorable, just and conciliatory that Game 
Warden Dennis immediately agreed to adjourn the preliminary 
hearing pending the execution of the plans proposed by the officials 
of the company. The plan of disposition is said to contemplate a 
scientific process whereby the refuse may be converted into valua 
ble by-products, thus killing two birds with one stone as it were, 
by avoiding pollution of the river and deriving a profit from a 
source that is at present a detriment and injury to the company 
as well as to the Commonwealth of Maryland. 

Mr. Dennis is having the support of the Federal authorities in 
his endeavor to purify the Potomac, the source, of Washington's 
water supply. He will continue his crusade on down the river. 


Snider Brothers, Dayton, Ohio, Successful Paper Makers. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 24, 1906.—An instance of what two 
men can do with a paper mill when it is foisted upon them has 
been given by the Snider Brothers, of this city, who, in order to 
obtain any kind of a price for their land, on which the mill was 
located, took the mill at a fair price and undertook to run it. 
The plant has been operated quite regularly, and the 40 inch ma- 
chine was turned into a cylinder and put to work on roofing, 
bottle wrappers and carpet lining. There is a large local de 
mand for bottle wrappers and roofing, and the new mill pro- 
prietors, who at first had little or no knowledge of the paper making 
business, it is said, began to realize at once on their purchase 
The mill is now doing a good, substantial business, with its ca 
pacity of 9 tons per day taxed at times. Improvements costing 
$60,000 have been installed. This was the famous mill of the lat: 
W. P. Levis, a pioneer manufacturer of the Miami Valley, who 
made a fortune out of it, but which was subsequently lost. Fo 
years after his death it was operated by men who had charge ot 
his estate, and when the late banker and manufacturer, W. P 
Callahan, who kept the plant up, passed away, it fell into the hand-

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INCREASED TRADE ACTIVITY. 


The Advances in Boards, Manilas and Fibres Seem to Fore- 
shadow Higher Prices in the Other Grades—Because of 


This Expectancy Buying Is Heavier in Most Markets. 


Judging from the volume of business being handled there was 
increased activity in the market this week. All lines of trade are 
assuming their usual fall activity, and buyers are taking more 
interest in The consumption of all kinds of 
paper has increased considerably, and in consequence there is 
more life to the trade. The prospects for a good fall demand 
covering the next three months have lost none of their brightness, 
and it is quite natural that the paper men should feel confident 
that this fall is going to be a good one for paper. They will admit 
that the market has been rather quiet for several weeks past, but 
this condition is not looked upon seriously, as they believe this 
state of affairs to be only temporary, and that with the advent 
of October and cooler weather the trade will show a big improve- 
ment, and that business will be very brisk.- The lithographers’ 
strike seems to be the only disturbing feature in the market at 
present, and as the chances for an immediate settlement are very 
slim, the loss up to date to the paper men who do business with 
the lithographing houses has been quite large. With the end of 
September only a few days hence all hands agree that this month 
has been a fairly good one. News paper is showing a decided im- 
provement as a result of the increasing fall advertising, and some 
manufacturers state that they are receiving better prices. In 
other quarters this is doubted, because of the large overproduction 
and heavy competition. The consumption of wrapping papers has 
increased considerably owing to the resumption of business in the 
retail trade. The advance on manilas and fibres by the manufac- 
turers caused quite a stir among the dealers, coming as it did un- 
expectedly, catching a good many of them off guard and unpre- 
pared. Now that the demand on these papers is improving the 
manufacturers will receive a good margin of profit on their prod- 
uct, provided they stick together. Book papers, although re- 
ported a little better, are nevertheless in a demoralized condition. 
Tissue papers have been moving somewhat better, but this is not 
sufficient to relieve the overproduction and poor prices. All 
grades of writing papers are in better demand, with quotations 
about the same, but showing a tendency to stiffen a little. The 
other grades are improving in sympathy with the rest of the 
market, but no better prices are obtainable on these grades than 
on the majority of the others.

The manufacturing branch of the trade is ex- 
periencing some little improvement in demand, but low water 
conditions still prevail. Mills running on lithograph papers are 
being considerably inconvenienced by the strike of the lithograph 
workers, and in consequence many mills are piling up paper which 
under ordinary conditions would be going into consumption. The 
box board trade is said to be very good.

Chicago Market Strengthened.

This week has been marked by an advance in fibres, wrappings, 
boards and all of the cheaper grades of papers. Accompanying 
this came a general strengthening of the market in all lines, which 
presages an advance from the mills within a few weeks a or even 
days, in the better lines of paper. The mills in the Parks pooling 
plan are the ones directly responsible for the increase, but those 
on the outside have followed suit with alacrity. 

Practically all of the Western mills withdrew their outstanding 
quotations to the brokers and jobbers at various times last week. 
In return they volunteered to furnish prices on demand, which 
invariably meant that the quoted price would be higher than the 
ones which had been standipg for months. The Wolf River Paper 
and Fibre Company, Shawano, Wis., was one of the few which 
voluntarily offered new quotations, and it notified patrons of a $5 
per ton advance on fibres, 

The prices on book papers are deemed so certain of advance by 
large users that the mills are being overwhelmed with orders at 
the present quotations. The result is that the paper business has 
suddenly taken an unexpected jump in volume and attained a mag- 
nitude which was not expected to materialize until several weeks 
later in the season. 

“As soon as the mill men feel that the market is strong enough 
to hold the increase in price the present quotations on book will be 
raised,” said one of the oldest dealers in the city this morning. 
“It will not come until then, as there is no desire to advance prices 
and then let them slip back to their present low level. They might 
easily be advanced now, and unless the bottom drops out of the 
market, as there is no apparent likelihood of happening, will be 
advanced in a very short time. So good is business that I received 
a $10,000 order at the cost of the 2 cent stamp I used to write to 
a customer warning him of the situation. Another order, equally 
large, came into the office without solicitation. All dealers are 
experiencing the same happy condition.” 

The Chicago daily newspapers have been greatly agitated over 
the increase in prices which resulted from the New York meeting. 
They have enthusiastically scented a revival of the General Paper 
Company, and hint darkly that a new “trust,” which will outshadow 
the Standard Oil Company for greed and rapacity, has been formed 
among the paper men. The articles without any hesitation falsely

Prices Advanced at Toronto. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, September 25, 1906.—Everybody is talking 
stiffer cnditions in the paper trade. Autumn business has opened 
well; the fine weather is permitting the saving of the Western 
wheat crop in perfect condition, and above all the price of raw 
material continues to steadily advance. The water in the streams 
is lower than for years, so low that it is interfering with the mills. 
and some gangs are being sent off to the woods earlier in conse- 


quence. Paper bags, following the lead of jute sacks some few 
weeks ago, have advanced from to to 15 per cent. Manila tissues 
have gone up from 10 to 20 per cent. Nominally they are quoted 
at from 75 cents to $1 per ream, but you cannot get the same 
quality for the money that you could a month ago L. 


Business Slow, Prices Low at Montreal.

MontreaL, Canada, September 25, 1906.—The conditions re 
ported last week seem to have experienced very little relief so far, 
and the situation therefore as regards pulp and pulp products re- 
mains about the same. Some dealers, however, do not seem to be 
at all alarmed over the outlook, and they expect that an improve- 
ment will take place before long. As it is, very little business is 
being put through, inasmuch as sellers are holding out for stiff 
prices in view of a possible continuance of the shortage in sup- 
plies, while the buyers are not inclined to make contracts at prices 
brought about by exceptional conditions. a

According to information from a reliable source the mills which 
have not signed the agreement, but which will co-operate unde1 
the plan, have also been requested to submit duplicate bills of all 
sales. This demand has caused some friction which may not be 
definitely settled until the next meeting of the association. As 
the pool stands now it may be said that the plans of operation are 
somewhat confused, and it will take several more conferences before 
things have shaped themselves properly. 

Orders have been sent to all the mills that are members to the 
effect that all stock on hand must be disposed of on or before 
October 20, as each one will be taxed $5 per ton for all stock on 
hand at that time. 

Another meeting of the association is scheduled for October 1o, 
and the question of raising the basic price on sulphite will come 
up at this meeting, as it is believed now that the present price is 
too low. It is definitely known now that no official price list will 
be sent out, as it is impossible to make up a general list which will 
apply to all grades. Quotations will be sent out by the manufac- 
turers on application, and this rule will no doubt cause a good deal 
of confusion in the trade until this new plan has been fully under- 
stood. The fact that each manufacturer is quoting individually 
has led some of the dealers to believe that each one is quoting a 
different price, but a comparison of a few of the quotations will 
settle this question.

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TRADE NEWS FROM THE PACIFIC COAST. 


The Consumption of Paper in San Francisco Is Increasing Great- 
ly- -The Printing Business Has Reached Immense Propor- 
tions—Local Mills Holding Their Own. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


San Francisco, Cal., September 19, 1906.—Joseph Taylor, San 
Francisco sales agent of the Everett Pulp and Paper Company 
of Everett, Wash., says, in discussing the low prices prevailing on 
cheap Eastern goods, with which this market was flooded soon 
after the fire: “The high grade products of the Coast mills in the 
lines of wrapping and packing paper, as well as news, will be able 
to hold their own in face of competition. This is partly because 
the trade on this coast as well as the pressmen of the large print- 
ing offices have become accustomed to certain high grade brands of 
paper and will not take kindly to changes.” Mr. Taylor says that 
large orders recently received have confirmed this idea. Improve- 
ment in prices is expected within the next six or eight weeks, the 
present conditions being abnormal. The wrapping papers manu- 
factured on the Coast, both straw and butcher papers are of high 
quality, and the local jobbers have the inside track, although many 
Eastern agents have been here this summer and returned with lots 
of orders. The bulk of the business for the year has been placed, 
and there will not be so much doing between now and January 1, 
in all probability. Freights on the Coast are again in a very sat- 
isfactory condition. The conditions on the Panama route are 
rather congested and slow. The railroads are showing a marked 
improvement in handling paper. 

Notwithstanding the burning of nearly every printing office in 
San Francisco on April 18, the printing business in San Francisco 
has again reached immense proportions, and it is safe to say that 
more local printing, bookbinding and lithographing is under way 
than ever before. Although many business houses requiring a 
great deal of printing have had much printing done in the East 
or in the Middle West since the fire, they are glad to return to 
their home printers who are again in a position to fill orders. 
Many errors crept in from doing business at long distance and in 
some instances inferior stock was used. Printing plants that were 
formerly operated eight hours daily are now being run with two 
or three shifts in the effort to keep up with orders. The printers 
are now consuming about 8o per cent. of the amount of coarse 
paper used before the fire and probably 90 per cent. of the fine 
grades to supply their regular custom, and it is estimated that there 
is 25 or 30 per cent. additional of new work coming in. 

The Everett Pulp and Paper Company, of Everett, Wash., which 
recently enlarged its plant, is rushed beyond its capacity for wrap- 
ping paper. The company has more than doubled its ruling ca- 
pacity. 

A. Zellerbach & Sons, who lost a stock of paper worth nearly 
$750,000 by the great fire, have been occupying the buildings at 
405-411 Jackson street as paper warehouses, and have used the 
second floor of the Volkman Building, on the opposite side of 
Jackson street, for office purposes. Business has been increasing 
and the firm is now doing more wholesale paper business than 
before the fire. It has been found necessary to secure additional 
warehouse room in a new one story temporary building on Clay 
street, near Sansome, not far from the location in which the firm 
commenced business years ago. Within a few days after the fire 
the clearing of the lot for a new building was commenced, and 
the foundations are now being laid for a seven story and basement 
conerete and brick steel frame paper warehouse building for A. Zel- 
lerbach*& Sons that will cover a lot 120x137% feet. It will be pro- 
tected by an automatic sprinkler system and will be made as near 
fireproof as possible. The entire building at the northwest corner 
of Jackson and Sansome streets will be occupied by an immense 
stock of paper, required to supply a proper assortment for the heavy 


demands of the printers and other heavy users of paper in Sa 
Francisco and its tributary territory. This will be one of the firs 
permanent buildings commenced since the fire to be completed. Th 
company is now taking the lead in the stocks of paper carried i 
this city, and is receiving shipments of paper daily in almost ever 
variety. A good deal of green fruit paper has been sold to th 
trade this season, as the fruit crop has been large in most varieties 

A. Zellerbach & Sons, who bought out the Union Pulp an 
Paper Company after the fire and occupied its Oakland store as ; 
paper warehouse, will continue the Oakland house permanently 
but will secure larger quarters. The business is now located at 
514 Eleventh street, and business has been very lively under thx 
management of L. C. Stratford, who is now spending a vacation at 
Highland Springs. A new site in Oakland is now under con 
sideration. 

Blake, Mofft & Towne, who are still located at 419 Eleventh 
street, Oakland, and filling orders from a warehouse there and 
the Los Angeles house, will remove to San Francisco as soon as 
their new warehouse under construction at Fourth and Michigan 
streets is completed, probably within a month. The new building 
is of reinforced concrete, but a large modern store uptown will be 
opened as soon thereafter as a suitable new building can be se 
cured. This firm is holding a great deal of the immense trade it 
had before the fire, although laboring under great disadvantages. 

Morris & Jones, doing business under the name of the Sunset 
Paper Company, at 353 Twelfth street, Oakland, Cal., report a 
rushing trade in wrapping and packing paper. 

H. R. Williar, paper exporter, with offices at 728 Montgomery 
street, will return from a business trip about September 23. 

The Crown Columbia Paper Company and the Floriston Paper 
Company now occupy offices in rooms at 728 Montgomery street. 

O’Neil Brothers & Callaghan, who own the paper mill at Soquel, 
Cal., will operate the plant this fall on rag wrapping paper, No. 2 
manila and apple-box paper. This mill has been idle for some time 
This being a pretty good fruit season, quite a run is expected on 
fruit paper, etc. The firm, which has had offices at 906 Broadway, 
Oakland, Cal., since the fire, sold its paper mills at Lebanon, Cal., 
to the owners of the Willamette Pulp and Paper Company. 

A. U. Morse & Co. are doing a good business in wrapping paper, 
twines and cordage, with headquarters at 1003 Broadway, Oak- 
land, Cal. 

The Everett Pulp and Paper Company, which has had its office 
in Oakland since the fire, which burned its San Francisco branch 
house, has reopened its city office at 728 Montgomery street, Room 
314. The company is rushed on San Francisco orders. 

L. Schwabacker, general manager and one of the heaviest stock 
holders in the Floriston Pulp and Paper Company, at Floriston, 
Cal., and the Crown Columbia Pulp and Paper Company, says that 
both plants are running to their full capacity on wrapping papers. 
etc. The fruit paper season, just closed, has been marked by « 
good demand. According to Mr. Schwabacker prices of paper 01 
the Coast are very low, owing to the very active competition of 
the Eastern manufacturers since the fire. The knowledge that th 
local stocks were entirely out brought out a rush of salesmen and 
agents for Eastern houses. The fact that prices of all raw ma 
terials and labor have increased on the Coast this year makes th: 
situation less satisfactory to the Coast paper manufacturers, a! 
though they have more orders than they can fill. Prices ar 
lower than they were a year ago and less on most items tha: 
before the fire. 

The Pacific Coast Paper Company, which has been incorporat« 
with a capital stock of $200,000 by Directors Frank O. Butle: 
Frank M. Greenwood, Frank Y. Norris, Martin L. Bergerot an 
others, with San Francisco as the principal place of business, 
now carrying on business from its Oakland headquarters, esta! 
lished after the fire. The business was formerly carried on und: 
the name of the Butler Paper Company. The company will reop:

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NEW BAGASSE MILL PROPOSED. 


Louisiana Sugar Planters Have Been Asked to Co-operate in the 
Building of a $10,000,000 Refinery With Paper Mill. 


RACELAND, La., September 24, 1906.—The following project is in 
contemplation and will shortly be submitted to all cane growers 
along the Lafourche valley: 

It is proposed to construct at or near Thibodaux, on the left 
descending bank of Bayou Lafourche, a central factory of suffi- 
cent capacity to macerate, turn into sugar and refine all cane 
grown in the above valley, and establish in connection therewith 
a paper mill and the necessary appliances to utilize all by-products 
and convert them into alcohol. A railroad 150 miles long, extend- 
ing from Donaldsonville to Leeville, with switching accessories, 
derricks, etc., built on both banks of Bayou Lafourche, will handle 
and convey the cane to the factory. Finally an electric line, fol- 
lowing the highway along Bayou Lafourche, from Donaldsonville 
to the Gulf of Mexico, will be one of the features of this gigantic 
enterprise. The plan has been studied carefully ky practical 
planters and eminent constructing and mechanical engineers, who 
declare it to be feasible. 

It is that from 2,500,000 to 3,000,000 tons of cane 
are annually raised along the bayou, and that it will require a plant 
of 30,000 tons daily capacity to handle the crop. For this purpose 
ten mills of 3,000 tons capacity will be put up and so arranged 
as to be fed from any direction. 

Ten millions of dollars is the amount figured upon as being 
necessary to build the refinery, the two railroads and accessories. 

Circulars explaining all the details of the project will be dis- 
tributed to all the planters along Bayou Lafourche, the above being 
only a gist of the many advantages such an enterprise will be to 
the cultivators of sugar cane. Failing to get all planters inter- 
ested, the unsold stock, if any, will be taken by the larger planters, 
who see in this move the only solution to meet the low prices of 
sugar and the scarcity of labor.

in San Francisco later on. J. H. McLafferty, the manager of the 
company, reports a satisfactory and growing trade. 

The Vellum Paper Company, which lost its factory at 53 Steven- 
son street, San Francisco, by the big fire of April 18, has come to 
the front again in Oakland under the name of the Cardinell-Vincent 
Company. The capital stock is $50,000, with $40,000 paid in and 
$10,000 set aside as a treasury reserve. The business will be 
handled on an increased scale by the new company, J. D. Cardinell 
president and George Vincent secretary. A new permanent factory 
of increased capacity, which can turn out 500 rolls a day, if re- 
quired, has just been placed in Oakland. They have erected their 
own machinery for making their superior tracing papers by a 
secret process invented by Mr. Vincent. It is about four years since 
the manufacture of these papers was commenced and a fine trade 
has been built up. This company’s goods are being used through- 
out the West by all drawing offices of any consequence, including 
those of the Southern Pacific Railroad. Sales are also heavy in the 
Eastern States. There is a good demand from Canada, and good 
inquiries have been received from Spain, India, Great Britain and 
Mexico. The company is said to manufacture at least one-half 
of the Iigh grade tracing paper used in the United States. It is 
claimed that the quality has not been equaled by any tracing paper 
yet manufactured in this country. Air brush paper of the highest 
grade will also be manufactured. Large quantities of tracing 
paper that have been ordered will be shipped from Oakland to 
Favor, Ruhl & Co., 48 Barclay street, New York, who are the East- 


ern distributers. The Cardinell-Vincent Company has opened of 
fices and a store for handling the goods at 520 San Pablo avenue, 
in Oakland. 

The Aloe line of tracing papers handled by the A. S. Aloe Com- 
pany, 513 Olive street, St. Louis, Mo., is manufactured by the 
Cardinell-Vincent; Company. 

The California Paper and Board Mills, at Antioch, Cal., are still 
rushed with orders for wrapping papers, etc. When the new 120 
inch board machine, which is expected from the Beloit Iron 
Works in November, is in operation, with a capacity of about 4o 
tons a day, the plant will have a very large output, that will go a 
long way toward filling the big orders in sight. Superintendent 
Noble Heath is putting in concrete foundations for this machine 
and the steam egnine which is to be purchased to drive it. All 
of the other machines in the plant are driven by individual electric 
motors. 

It is understood that W. P. Hawley, F. W. Leadbetter and their 
associates in the newly incorporated Columbia River Pulp and 
Paper Company will erect a new paper mill, but if they have 
found a suitable site they have kept the location a secret. It is 
reported, however, that they will build a mill at or near Vancou- 
ver, Wash. ALLEN. 


Harding’s Opponent for Congress Withdraws. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Dayton, Ohio, September 24, 1906.—J. Eugene Harding, the 
former Senator from the joint Second-Fourth District, who is now 


runnin like a deer for Congress in the Third District of Ohio, as 
the Republican nominee, faced a rather unique situation this week 
Briefly, it was the backing down and out of the Democratic 
nominee, Judge Jones, who hails from the same county as Hard- 
ing, Butler, Democracy’s Gibraltar, and who, rather than take the 
chances of going down to defeat before the paper manufacturer, 
decided to withdraw from the race. 

This leaves the proposition up to the congressional committee. 
The presence this week of Edward W. Hanley, of this city, who 
is a member of the committee, in New York, gives color to the 
report that probably former Governor James E. Campbell might be 
induced to make the race. Therefore it appears that the Hon. Mr. 
Harding may face as an opponent a real ex-Governor and a possi- 
ble president, but his friends say he is capable of meeting the situa- 
tion. The familiar refrain, “The Campbells are coming,” has been 
taken up throughout the valley, and paper tradesmen are actually 
interested in the contest, M. V. 


Investigating the School Books in Ontario. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Toronto, Canada, September 25, 1906.—The Ontario Government 
has a school book commission now at work considering the schoo! 
books of the province, to see if they are up to requirements from a 
literary and mechanical standpoint and whether the prices charged 
are reasonable. One large publisher testified that the books are 
one-third too expensive, and at the last sitting of the commission 
Dr. Allen, lecturer on chemistry in the University of Toronto, who 
had made an analysis of the paper used in the books, testified. He 
said that paper made from ground wood pulp should not be al- 
lowed in the preparation of such books. Such paper had too short 
a life. Chemical wood pulp had a better fibre and produced a paper 
that would last longer. The commission has adjourned for a week, 
but will continue until the whole subject has been thoroughly gone 
into. The matter is of vital importance to Toronto, which prints 
practically all the school books used in Canada, and which is in fact 
the great book centre of this country. i.

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INVESTIGATING OHIO CONTRACTS. 


The Methods of the Former Printing Supervisor Are Now Being 
Severely Criticised—Paper Men Interested. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 24, 1906.—Considerable adverse crit- 
icism of Former Printing Supervisor Mark Slater’s methods of 
awarding certain contracts affecting the printing, publishing and 
paper trade was forthcoming during the week, following an an- 
nouncement of Supervisor Johnson, Slater’s successor, that he will 
change the plans for the Ohio administration and receive bids on 
the competitive basis. 

Mr. Johnson announces that he will purchase all of his supplies 
excepting those required in an emergency by competitive bidding, 
and by so doing he expects to save thousands of dollars for the 
State. 

Among the letters received at the public printery was the follow- 
ing from the Lewis Knerr Paper Company, which has a mill near 
Dayton and an office in Cincinnati: “Our mills are located in Ohio. 
We are large taxpayers in the State, and we have always, felt that 
we should at least have an opportunity to submit figures, but this 
right has been denied us for several years, although we have tried 
several times to sell the State at very much less figures than those 
it was paying.” This letter was sent in giving prices on boards 
and other paper used by the State of Ohio. 

There seems to be an impression in the trade that the paper men 
will now stand a better chance of fair play under the new régime. 
Other letters of a similar nature have been received by the public 
printer, and they all appear to express gratification that the entire 
trade may get a chance to compete in supplying the State with 
paper materials and stationery. 

Mark Slater was formerly a printer in Dayton. In commenting 
on the change Supervisor Johnson said: “The books show that of 
three Dayton firms alone more than $17,000 worth of supplies for 
the bindery have been purchased in the past three years. One of 
these so called firms, so far as can be learned, has no existence 
as a bonafide dealer in supplies. In about the same time between 
$4,000 and $5.000 worth of gold leaf has been purchased, an appar- 
ently remarkable outlay for gold, especially as investigation dis- 
closes that while the State was paying $9.25 to $9.50 per pack for 
gold a private binding concern in Columbus for the past ten years 
has not paid to exceed $6.40 to $7 per pack for the same quality 
of goods.” 

Mr. Johnson asserts that there have been shiftless methods in the 
printery. For instance, he says: “J. E. Brelsford, of Dayton, sold 
on March 4, 1904, a bill of goods amounting to more than $3,000; 
on February 2, 1905, one for $965; on December 2, 1905, one for 
more than $5,500; on March 1, 1906, $683, and on April 6, 1906, 
$3.582. These bills contained numerous articles, but they were 
never sent to the bindery for check. Other large bills from other 
concerns throughout the country seem to have been handled in

the same way.” 


Unloading Boats by Pulp Wood Conveyors. 


Batu, Me., September 25, 1906.—Many people are attracted to 
the Maine Central wharf to watch the new pulp conveyor work. 
The new conveyor was put in operation Wednesday and works 
finely. Chief Engineer George F. Drew, of the big paper com- 
panies on the line of the Maine Central, including the Bowdoin 
Paper Company, of Brunswick; the Lisbon Falls Fibre Company, 
the Pejepsgot mill, etc., has had charge of installing the new 
machine, which is something new to Bath and is a means whereby 
the Bay Shore Lumber Company may unload their vessels in the 
quickest possible time and load the freight cars many times as 
fast as if they had to handle the wood as before from the schooners 
to the cars. 


The new conveyor consists of a double run along the face of 
the wharf, the lower trough being the carrier and the upper one 
for the returning chain. It is an endless chain arrangement, and 
at certain intervals on the chain there is a gatherer, a large, 
round piece of iron about eight inches in diameter and half an 
inch thick, which catches the wood as it passes along and takes 
it to a receptacle at the end of that run. There is another run 
at right angles which extends over 100 feet down the middle of 
two sets of tracks and the same endless chain arrangement carries 
the pulp sticks from the receptacle to the dumps along the route. 

Arrangements are being made to load six cars at a time, three 
on each side of the run. It is expected that 150 cords of pulp 
can be loaded by this arrangement daily. 

The schooners Susie Pearl and Beulah are now being unloaded 
and, as the experiment has proved successful, a large fleet will 
come here to discharge pulp for the big mills up in the State. 

The Bay Shore Lumber Company, which represents the mill 
interests, are having a big ocean-going tug constructed in Port- 
land and next summer they will have a fleet of barges, and by this 
arrangement 150 tons of pulp will be discharged at the Maine 
Central wharf daily through the spring, summer and fall months.

Freight ard Passenger Traffic Increase Faster Than Facilities— 


Unless We Would See a Breakdown of Our Railroad Sys- 
tem We Must Build More Railroads. 


No one who has been studying the business expansion of the 
country will be surprised at the situation which now confronts 
the entire railroad interests of the United States, says the Manu- 
facturers’ Record. 
the most favorable season of the year for expeditious handling of 
freight, practically the whole railroad system of the country is so 
overwhelmed with business that there is a great shortage of cars 
and an utter inability to handle freight promptly. 
roads the running of trains on schedule time seems to have become 
a thing of the past. Serious as this is, it does not come as a sur- 
prise to those who have been watching the relative growth of the

country and its railroads. 

Comparing the mileage, the number of cars, locomotives and ton 
mileage of the railroads of the country for 1895, 1900 and 1904 we 
have the following:

These figures show an increase between 1895 and 1904 of 31,000 
miles, or 17 per cent., while of cars there was an increase of 505,000, 
or nearly 40 per cent., and of locomotives 12,000, or about 33 per 
The total ton mileage of freight traffic increased by 85,000,- 
000,000 tons, or just a little less than 100 per cent., and the pas- 
senger mileage by 9.500,000,000, or 75 per cent. 

These figures give some indication of the very great improve- 
ment in the traffic per car and per locomotive. With a gain of only 
33 per cent. in the number of locomotives the freight traffic has 
increased nearly 100 per cent., while the mileage of railroads in- 
creased during the period 17 per cent. Since 1904 this growth in 
traffic has gone on still more rapidly, and we are now at a point 
where the present railroads with their present equipment have 
reached the utmost limit of their facilities, and a further increase in 
trafic would be practically impossible unless there should be a 
steady expansion in the facilities for handling. It is true that 
the railroads are ordering new rolling stock and improving their 
roadbed, and many of them are double tracking and some of them 
in places putting down three and four tracks, but it is well worth 
while considering if we have not reached the point where there 
must either be a breakdown in the handling of traffic, a serious 
curtailment of business or a broad expansion of railroad building 
and better equipment of existing roads than we have had in the 
past. 

The growth which we have seen during the last ten years, stu- 
pendous as it has been, must of necessity be far exceeded by that 
of the next ten years. There may be the ups and downs of busi- 
ness, but while we are to expect an occasional slackening from 
the present high pressure, each new burst of activity carries the 
country far ahead of the point at which it started. To a population 
of about 85,000,000 we will add during the next ten years about 
20,000,000, giving us a total in 1916 of 105,000,000 people, and by 
1926, or twenty years hence, 130,000,000, and in 1931, or twenty- 
five years from now, our population will be 145,000,000. 

The*gain in population in the next twenty years will be but a 
little less than the total population of the country as late as 188o. 
Beyond our grasp as these figures are, it must be borne in mind 
that business expansion makes a far greater rate of increase than 
the growth of population. In the latter the increase will probably 
average a little less than 25 per cent. every ten years, while the 
volume of ffeight, as judged by the past, is increasing 100 per cent.

as population. If we would avoid a breakdown of our railroad 
system from inability to handle traffic, we must look ahead and 
see something of what the next ten years will bring forth in the 
creation of business and prepare for railroad expansion to meet 
the necessities of the times. 


NOTES OF THE TRADE. 


Holyoke architects are preparing plans for a new building to be 
occupied by the Eureka Ruling and Binding Company, of Holyoke.

The week's developments in regard to the recently formed asso- 
ciation of manila and fibre paper manufacturers puts a better face 
on the plan of the mill owners to secure a living profit. Later 
reports concerning the association increase its standing and argue 
well for its success. No doubt the improved impression which the 
trade row holds of the association will be deepened as the work- 
ings of the plan become better understood. A fair trial of the new 
effort is, the manufacturers say, all they ask. Everything consid- 
ered, it does seem as if they were entitled to some slight forbear- 
ance on the part of the trade until the details of their effort to 
save themselves become perfected. 

The sum and substance of the matter is that the manufacturers 
of wrapping papers, finding that they could not get a reasonable 
return on their money, have agreed not to sell their product except 
at a profit ta themselves. In order to fix the minimum of profit 
to which they are-entitled they must first ascertain what it costs 
them to make their goods. 

As all should fare alike a uniform profit would naturally be the 
best solution of the price problem. To fix this return it has been 
necessary for the manufacturers to enter into much calculation, 
with the result that they have agreed that the cost of the various 
grades should be determined by the quantity of sulphite entering 
into the different grades. 

In finding a basis of cost the mill owners not only included 
sulphite in their calculations, but also considered the value of the 


ground wood used, the waste of the raw materials, the cost of 


labor in putting the paper over the machine, and, besides, made an 
allowance for the freight charge of marketing the product. 

Owing to the wide divergence in the value of the papers a 
better plan upon which to base a living profit could not be de- 
vised. In it all the necessary factors seem to have been included. 
There is therefore little cause for complaint as far as this feature 
of the plan is concerned; its basic principle is all right. If the co- 
operative effort of the manufacturers should fail it will not be 
because the best plan for fixing the grades was not found. 

But as the most costly part of their “furnish” is sulphite, the 
manila manufacturers could not go ahead with their plan until 
the cost of sulphite had been fixed for a time at least. For this 
reason there was delay until the sulphite manufacturers could come 


to some conclusion. 


The Advance in Sulphite. 

The long expected has at last happened, and there is now a 
permanent association of sulphite’ manufacturers, in which prac- 
tically the entire production of the country is represented, 

Together with the announcement of the formation of the asso- 
ciation comes the news that prices have been put on a more stable 
basis. Instead of the profitless competition which has character- 
ized the trade for some time there will henceforth be greater uni- 
formity of price, which will be a great advantage to both seller 
and consumer. As is well known, the most disorganizing feature 
of the paper trade has been the instability of prices, which has led 
to all kinds of quotations, the consumer taking advantage of the 
foolish competition of the manufacturer, while the latter, in his 
eagerness to hold his trade, has allowed himself to be “gulled”’ 
continually. 

With more uniform quotations in boards, wrappings and sul- 
phite, a beginning in the right direction has been made. Better 
business and less fluctuations will no doubt be features of the new 


order of things. 


The Wonders of Cellulose. 

Prof. R. K. Duncan, of Kansas University, writing in Harper's 
Magazine for September on “The Wonders of Cellulose,” says: 
“There is a brilliant opportunity for somebody to transform wood 
cellulose into the lasting cotton cellulose variety. There is an 
opportunity equally great for devising some method of turning 
into utilizable chemical products the portion of the wood torn 
away from the cellulose. This constitutes 50 per cent. of the 
weight of the wood, and at the present it goes down the drains— 
an example of horrible waste. In the paper factories themselves 
chemistry is applicable in a variety of ways. For example, there is 
a question of sizing the paper in order to make it resistant to ink, 
there is the question of making paper waterproof, there is the 
gentle art of making the paper appear other than it is by loading 
it up with extraneous material. In such matters as these chem- 
istry is entirely applicable, and the present practice unfortunate. 
Owing to the fact that the paper makers have in the cellulose pulp 
that comes to them a magnificent example of the applicability of 
chemistry, it is interesting to compare the enormous output of 
paper indicated above with the chemists employed in its manufac- 
ture. The whole paper trade of England employs at least ten 
chemists at salaries actually exceeding in certain cases $500 a year!” 
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SALMAGUNDI. 


A good story is going the rounds on one of the leading jobbers 
of Chicago, but, as it might not be true and as he wouldn’t like it, 
anyway, we won't mention any names—just tell it, anyhow. The 
house took on a bright young man who had already had some 
experience in the paper business, loaded him up with a line of 
samples and turned him loose on the road. All that came in 
were reports, and these were all to the effect that no orders were 
obtainable. In a couple of weeks the young man reappeared at 
the office, after a most unfruitful and discouraging trip. The 
aforesaid head of the firm took him into the private sanctum 
for a heart-to-heart talk. 

“You seem like a young man of good address and capable of 
presenting a business proposition,” declared the “big gun,” whose 
previous determination to fire the young fellow instanter had 
melted under the latter’s persuasive eloquence. 

The young man allowed that he was all of that and possibly more. 

“But I can’t see why you didn’t get any orders,” continued his 
employer.

Puoenix, N. Y., September 25, 1906.—There was a high jinks 
time of it at the paper mill of the Sweet Brothers Paper Manufac- 
turing Company here last week. The county fair is being held at 
the grounds in this town, and a big bull which was expected to 
capture first prize at the fair was being led through the streets to 
the fair ground when it broke away from its attendants and raced 
across the canal bridge and dashed into the paper mill. The bull 
ran about the main floor of the mill while employees endeavored 
to capture him. In spite of the efforts to stop him the animal fell 
through a trap door in the floor and landed near the water wheel 
in the mill race below. It looked as if it was all up with the bull, 
as well as the water wheel, but, being a lusty swimmer, the brute 
kept above water and tried to swim out to the bank. The mill being 
in operation, the suction from the water wheel drew him back to 
the guards, and held him so that he could not make any headway 
and get out of the raceway.

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BRITISH IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


The Large Importations of Paper Into the United Kingdom Show 
the Extent of the Competition Which the English Mills Have 
to Meet—Withal, British Exports Have Increased. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Lonpon, England, September 15, 1906—The growtlr in the im- 
ports of paper into the United Kingdom during the present year 
shows the serious competition which British paper makers are 
called upon to meet. The receipts during January-August were of 
the high value of £3,814,442, an increase of £455,757 compared with 
the corresponding period of last year. During the whole of 1905 
the increase was only £315,526 over the previous year; therefore, it 
is evident that the foreigner is cultivating the British market with 
the greatest activity. During the last eight months (compared with 
January-August of 1905) the arrivals of all classes of paper, etc., 
show increases in value: Unprinted on reels, £156,891; unprinted 
not on reels, £185,502; hangings, £19,600; other printed or coated 
paper, £9.743; strawboards, £77,571, and mill and wood pulp boards, 
£6,450. . 

The principal competition falls under the classification of un- 
printed paper, the value of the imports during the eight months 
ended August last (£2,698,763) amounting to over 70 per cent. of 
the total. The two prominent countries supplying the British mar- 
ket are Sweden and Norway, the former being responsible for 
£257.719 worth of unprinted on reels and £426,557 not on reels, 
and the latter for £241,143 worth on reel and £374,384 worth not on 
reels. Both countries have largely increased their trade with the 
United Kingdom during the present year, the supplies of un- 
printed on reels and not on reels received from Sweden showing 
increases of £33,236 and £54,909, respectively (as compared with the 
corresponding eight'months of 1905), and Norway respective in- 
creases of £61,880 and £77,878. 

Next to Sweden and Norway the competition of the United 
States is most active in the supply of unprinted paper on reels to 
the British market; in fact, the greatest headway has been made by 
the States during the present year, as the receipts (of the value of 
£176,451) show an increase of £74,416 compared with the corre- 
sponding eight months of last year. In unprinted not on reels the 
American supplies are not on a large scale, but it is noteworthy 
that the value (495.754) marks an advance of £5,384. 

While Continental countries have lost ground in exporting reel 
paper to this market, yet the shipments of unprinted not on reels 
were on a larger scale. Germany, Netherlands and Belgium dur- 
ing the last eight months supplied £58,668 worth of reel paper, a 
decrease of £11,802 compared with the corresponding period of last 
year; unprinted not on reels, however, was exported to the value of 
£710,225, an increase of £43.569. In the supply of hangings and 
other printed and coated papers, also boards, Continental coun- 
tries appear to enjoy a monopoly in the British market. 

It is satisfactory to find that the exports of British paper are 
steadily increasing, although there is room for considerable im- 
provement. The total value for January-August stands at £1,351,- 
539, an advance of £76,868 compared with the corresponding period 
of last year. The increase is made up as follows: Writings, print- 
ings and envelopes, £47,927; hangings, £10,850; bags, £570, and 
other descriptions, £17,521. 

Of the £883,790 worth of writings, printings and envelopes ex- 
ported during January-May, £325,764 went to foreign countries and 
the remainder to British possessions. It is noteworthy that the 
foreign demand is an increasing one, the value being better by 
£41,151 compared with a year ago. The only unsatisfactory feature 
in connection with the shipments of writings, printings, etc., to the 
colonies is the serious falling off in the demand on the part of 
South Africa, there being a comparative loss in value of £21,616. 


British India increased her purchases to the extent of £0,750, and 
Straits Settlements and Ceylon £3,518 and £1,517, respectively. It 
is also satisfactory to find an increase in the shipments to Australia, 
the value being better by £6,862. The demand for British writings, 
printings, etc., on the part of New Zealand and Canada also indi- 
cate an improvement, the value being better by £3,941 and £4,477, re- 
spectively. The markets for hanging and bags are not specified, 
but of other descriptions foreign countries received £130,113 worth 
and British possessions £156,131 worth during January-August 
last. Compared with the corresponding period of last year all 
countries, with the exception of France, increased their pur- 
chases, foreign countries contributing £2,510 and British possessions. 
£15,011 to a total increase of £17,521. BRITON. 


The Pulp Trade of Norway in 1905. 


The export values of cellulose (sulphite, etc.) in Norway were 
only 4.1 million kronen higher than in 1904, says the German con- 
sul at Christiania. They amounted to 20,442,000 in 1905, against 
16,292,000 during the year previous. The mills sold their output 
at remunerative prices at between 145 to 160 kronen per ton. 

It is feared that the enlargement of old mills and the building 
of many new mills in Norway, Sweden and Finland will lead to- 
overproduction, and consequently to a depression in prices. 

Ground wood pulp was exported in 1905 to the amount of 14,039,- 
000 kronen, against 11,609,200 kronen in 1904. During the begin- 
ning of 1905 prices ran very high, 40 to 45 kronen for wet and 8&5 
to 95 kronen for dry pulp. These high figures, however, resulted 
from the scarcity of water and consequent reduction of working 
hours, so that in the following course of the year a strong reac- 
tion produced lower rates. Wet pulp, forming by far the greater 
part of the export trade, declined to 34 to 35.50 kronen. Although 
prices of logs advanced, ground wood was disposed of in the fall 
at still lower quotations. 

It is agreed that the total production of ground wood in Eu- 
rope and America, to which Norway has contributed her share of 
400,000 tons, will for the present supply the enormous demand. 

Since jute wrappers are not admitted free of duty, as in Swe- 
den, the Norwegians are shipping pulp in wooden erates and iron 
wire, that affords a reduction in the cost of 1% kronen per ton, 


Making a Strong Sheet from Thin Branches. 


Many paper makers are content to use for making the lowest 
grades of wrapping, etc., the thinner parts of branches rejected 
from the better appearing parts selected for the sulphite boiling 
process, says a writer in the Wochenblatt. 

As I have formerly not thought it unwise to act in a similar 
way, I would, in the following, direct attention to the admitted 
fact that wood branches will make an excellent sheet of wrapping 
paper, in case we understand their proper treatment. 

The kollergang (edge runner) is not sufficient to prepare or 
disintegrate this branch stuff in the best manner. I was therefore 
induced to look for other means. After crushing the branches on 
the kollergang I let them pass through a refiner and worked them 
in a centrifugal hollander, and thence they went into the stuff chest. 

The stuff had attained a feel like bast stuff, and was either 
worked alone or with admixtures of cheap material like second 
class cell stuff, paper chips, spinning waste or other similarities. 
The paper made exclusively from the wood, as described, proved 
to be considerably firmer than ordinary bast or jute paper. I 
never doubted this fact when I found that a wholesale dealer 
agreed to purchase the total product by paying twice as much 
as he had paid previously for the paper made from the same 
rejected stock. Allowing that the cost is increased by increased 
labor and power, also by greater fibre loss, there still remained: 
a comparatively higher profit. 
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NEW DRYING ARRANGEMENT. 


Heating the Drier Rolls by Blasts of Hot Air Directed Upon or 
Subjected to Their Outside Surfaces and Against the Sides 
of the Web Passing Between the Rolls. 


William M. Barber, of Somerville, Mass., has invented a new 
improvement in paper drying machines.. U. S. Patent No. 829,686. 
One-half interest in the patent has been assigned to Edgar W. 
Anthony, of Brookline, Mass. 

The invention relates to an improvement in apparatus or ma- 
chines having drier rolls for drying paper in a continuous web. 

Heretofore in machines having drier rolls the paper has been 
dried by the admission of steam into the interior of the rolls under 
and over the exterior surface of which the paper is passing. The 
action of live steam, however, among other disadvantages, has 


been to heat the rolls to a high degree of temperature, with the 
effect of baking the web of paper or of drying it with such 
intensity as to destroy its life, especially when the paper is hugged 
up tight against the rolls by the “felt,” so called, which is 
customarily used in this type of machine. Moreover, when the 
drier rolls alone are used those portions of the paper running 
between the rolls are subjected to no drying influence, with the 
effect that the paper in the continuous web is not continuously 
but intermittently acted upon. 

By the new invention the drier rolls are heated by a current or 
blast of hot air directed upon or subjected to their outside 
surface and which hot air is further directed to flow directly 
against the sides of those portions of the web of paper passing 
between the rolls or to and from the same. By this means the 
paper becomes dried in a manner which does not injure or weaken 
its textile strength. This results, perhaps more essentially, from 
the fact that the paper is not subjected to the drying influence of 
a drier roll too intensely heated, as when heated by steam, for 
the hot air applied to heat the roll may be so modified in tem- 


perature as to heat the roll to just such degree as will best dry 
the paper without in any way injuring or weakening its fibre. 
By the above means also the web of paper is subjected to a con- 
tinuous drying influence throughout the entire length of its run- 
ning with the heated drier rolls performing the additional func- 
tion of ironing the paper and keeping it smooth. 

The invention pertains also to a co-ordination of means by 
which a proper tension of the paper as it is dried may be effected 
and maintained. In order that the paper may dry smooth, the 
web of paper must be maintained in the running under tension. 
This tension varies or should vary for different parts of the 
machine, depending upon the condition of the paper, for when 
the’ web of paper first enters the machine it can stand but very 
little tension; but as it becomes dry it can bear and should be 
subjected to some considerable tension in order to obtain the 
best results. At no point, however, should the tension on the 


paper be such as to stretch it, and so injure its fibre. Now if 
there were no further consideration a proper tension of the paper 
might be easily effected; but it is well known in the art that 
the paper gradually contracts or shrinks as it dries, and unless 
the contraction or shrinkage of the paper while running is com- 
pensated or provided for the tension of the paper will soon be- 
come such that it becomes stretched and its fibre materially weak- 
ened. Moreover, this contraction or shrinkage of the paper is 
not a constant factor, but a variable one, the rapidity of con- 
traction or shrinkage varying in different parts of the machine, 
at some points the shrinkage or contraction of the paper taking 
place very fast, depending upon the state or condition of its 
drying, which depends, among other considerations, upon the 
kind of paper and the amount or nature of the drying influence 
to which it is subjected. 

By this invention there is embodied in tHe improved machine 
means by which the web of paper in all parts of the machine may 
be maintained at an accurate normal tension, by which also an)

The Rice Paper Tree. 


The rice paper tree is the most interesting plant in the flora 


of China. Transplanted into Florida, together with other trees 
and shrubs from the tropical zones in the Orient, it has acclimatized 
itself without difficulty or injury during the colder part of the 
year. 

This is a small tree, not higher than 15 feet, the trunk measuring 
about 3 to 5 inches in diameter. The blossoms, in various colors, 
changing with the season, are large, soft and downy. 

The rice paper is made from the sap of this tree, detached in 
parts of a certain length. The workmen skillfully handle sharp 
knife blades, imparting to the same a rotary movement, either by 
hand or by applying a primitive mechanical device. In that manner 
they cut a continuous flat sheet around the circumference, and 
succeed in forming rolls of paper of a fine quality and of uniform 
thickness, on which the calendering process is substituted by heavy 
stones. Naturally, in case the making of rice paper should suc- 
ceed in the United States these primitive methods will be aban- 
doned, but it also seems probable that the American thirst for 
lucre will cause the rice paper to lose its universal reputation by 
being reduced to a bastard species that would merely represent the 
name.—From the Revue de la Papeterie.

undue tension on the paper may be met and automatically com- 
pensated for, by which means also any tendency to undue or 
abnormal tension in the web of paper may be immediately 
shown to the operator or recorded, whereupon, as is further 
provided, he may vary the speed of any one of a series of rolls, 
and thereby thus make compensation for a variable contraction or 
shrinkage of the paper at different points of the machine and 
maintain it at a proper variable tension as desired to effect the 
best results. 

Fig. 1 shows the improved machine in side elevation. Fig. 2 
shows a section on the line 2 2 of Fig. 1. Fig. 3 shows a section 
on the line 3 3 of Fig. 1. Fig. 4 shows in cross section a roll and 
combined hood. Fig. 5 is a vertical section showing the tension 








roll or device, to which reference will hereinafter be made. Fig. 
6 is a plan of the same. 

Referring to the drawings. A represents the frame of the ma- 
chine. It is made sectional in character, comprising a series of 
like units or sectional parts a, and so is capable of indefinite 
longitudinal extension. Each section a has two sides, each of 
which, a’, has a base a’, resting upon the floor or other support, 
to which it is bolted. Each section has also a top surface bearing 
plate a®. The two sides of each section are connected together 
by cross ties a‘. The sections are connected together or combined 





by bolting together the flanges a® a* dependent from the respective 


ends of their top plates a®. Supported to have bearing within 
each section side of the frame is a pillow block or other means a’, 
providing journals for the ends of the shaft of a drier roll B. 
Upon each of the respective top plates a*® are borne pillow blocks 
or other means a® a’, providing journals for the ends of the shafts 
of the drier rolls B’ B*. 

The arrangement of the rolls is preferably like that shown, 
which is substantially like the arrangement of the rolls in the 


well known Fourdrinier machine, the web of paper C passing over 
the roll B’ downward under the roll B, thence upward over the 
roll B®». As the web of paper passes over and under these re- 
spective rolls the rolls are heated and the paper dried by hot 
air in the following manner: 

Each roll is provided with a hood D, placed to conjoin or com- 
bine with the naked or exposed portion of its surface or periphery. 
It is to be observed that as the paper passes around any roll it 
practically forms a fold, and as the roll turns its entire surface 
or periphery is not covered by the paper, but a portion thereof 
remains naked and exposed, and it is with this portion of the 
surface or periphery of the roll within the fold of the web 
of paper made by its passing around the roll that the hood is 
placed to co-operate. 

The hood D is in the nature of a casing forming an air chamber 
extending longitudinally along over the said surface of the roll 
or portion of its periphery. In size the hoods may vary, depending 
somewhat on the relative size of the roll with which they are 
co-operating. The hoods or casings are fixed to and between the 
sides of the frame in any suitable manner, as by angle irons d, 
each of the respective hoods being fixed to co-operate with its 
roll in the manner shown and as before described. 

Each hood has an opening d’ and pipe connection d’ for the 
inlet of hot air. This opening is preferably made at the rear end 
of the hood, as shown, where hot air may be received into the 
respective hoods from the back side of the machine. 

By means of the hood hot air may be received into the chamber 
which it forms and be applied directly to the roll with which the 
hood is in conjunction. Moreover, the hot air in the chamber 
acts to heat the entire roll, for as the roll rotates every portion 
of its surface in turn is exposed to the hot air influence. With 
a hood or casing thus in conjunction with a roll not only is the 
hot air in the chamber of the hood utilized and applied for the 
purpose of heating the roll, and so indirectly drying the paper 
contacting with it, but the hot air is further utilized for the 
purpose of drying the paper web directly by application to the 
sides of the fold of the web of paper with which and between 
which the hood is located. For this purpose each hood or casing 
relatively to the roll with which it is in conjunction is so mounted 
that its edges are not brought into close contact flush up against 
the surface or periphery of the roll, but are slightly removed from 
the same, leaving a narrow air space d° on. either side, extending 
the length of the roll and through which passages the hot air in 
the chamber of the hood escapes and coursing along the surface 
of the roll outside the confines of the hood on either side comes 
in contact directly with the respective sides of the fold in the 
web of paper made by passing around the roll, by which contact 
the current of hot air is broken or disseminated and made to 
flow over the surfaces of said sides of the web of paper. To 
assist further in this operation, it is preferred also to make narrow 
slits or openings d‘* in the sides of the hood for the hot air to 
pass through; but these openings should, of course, not provide 
such egress for the escape of hot air as to prevent its properly 
heating the roll. 

While reference has been made to the fact that each of the rolls 
of the machine is provided with a hood furnishing a hot air cham- 
ber, of course any one or more rolls may be provided with such 
hoods. It is preferred, however, to furnish each roll of the machine 
with a hood, for then not only does each roll act to dry the paper 
and iron it, but with the rolls arranged as they are their hoods 
would conjoin with them in such manner that the hot air escaping 
from their respective chambers, as before explained, would be 
applied to both surfaces of the web of paper, especially those sides 
or portions running between the rolls B’ and B and B and B’. 

Referring to Fig. 1, it will be seen that for every section of the 
machine the hot air in the hood conjoining with the roll B’ would 
not only act to heat the roll, but the hot air escaping would flow

from one side onto that side or portion of the web of paper approach- 
ing said roll and from the other side of the hood would flow upon 
the outer surface of that portion or side of the web of paper run- 
ning between the rolls B’ and B. On the other hand, the hot air 
in the hood conjoining with roll B would not only effect the 
heating of the roll, but escaping on the one side would be applied 
to the inner surface of that portion or side of the web passing 
between the rolls B’ and B, and from the other side of the hood 
the air would be applied to the inner surface of that portion or 
side of the web of paper passing between the rolls B and B’, 
while the hot air in the hood in conjunction with the roll B* would 
not only heat the roll, but escaping on the one side would be 
applied to the outer surface of the side or portion of the web 
of paper passing between the rolls B and B® and from the other 
side would be applied to that portion or side of the web of paper 
passing from said roll B*’ and onward to the next section of the 
machine, where the same operation would be repeated. 

It is unnecessary to refer in further detail to the utility of this

the rolls heated by hot air and not by steam, but the paper is 
also dried by direct application of hot air influence applied for 
the most part to both of its sides or surfaces.. This makes a 
practically continuous driving operation, with the rolls performing 
the additional function of smoothing the paper and imparting a 
gloss to it. It is also to be taken into consideration that this ele- 
ment of the hood affording a means for hot air application to the 
drier rolls and web of paper may be applied to machines already 
in use having steam heated drier rolls without any material 
changes made in the structure of the machines. It affords, in 
other words, a means by the application of which to old machines 
their drying capability may be very materially increased, affording 
a safe mode of drying the paper without injuring its fibre. 
Having thus provided for drying the web of paper, the inven- 
tion further pertains to a co-ordination of means by which its 
proper tension may be effected and maintained, by which means 
also any undue tension on the web of paper occasioned by its 
contraction or shrinkage in drying may be met and automatically 
compensated for, by which means also any tendency to undue or 
abnormal tension in the web of paper, occasioned as aforesaid, may 
be immediately shown to the operator or recorded, whereupon, as 
is further provided, he may vary the speed of any one of a series 
of rolls, and thereby thus make compensation for a variable 
contraction or shrinkage of the paper web at different points in 


the machine and maintain it also at such proper variable tension 
as will effect the best results. For these purposes a series of 
compensating or tension rolls E are shown, under each of which 
rolls by a fold the web of paper is adapted to run. For the 
particular type of machine shown it is preferred to arrange these 
rolls on the frame between the drier rolls B* and B’ of its ad- 
jacent sections. Each roll E has bearings to turn at each end 
of its shaft in pillow blocks e or other means, providing journals 
therefor. Each of the pillow blocks e is mounted between stand- 
ards e’ ¢, disposed on the respective top bearing plates a of ad- 
jacent sections of the frame, to which the standards are bolted 
or otherwise secured by a base plate e*. The respective pillow 
blocks are also retained to move up and down or to have vertical 
play between their respective standards by grooves e* in the sides 
of said blocks, into which grooves fit tenons e°, extending from 
the standards. 

With a tension roll thus movably mounted and with the web of 
paper forming a fold to pass under it the effect is for the paper 
by its tension or stress to lift the roll as it shrinks or contracts— 
that is, if the roll be properly graduated in weight or counter- 
balanced, so as not to resist too much the contracting or lifting 
stress or tension of the paper. In other words, the weight of 


i i 
if 


the roll may be so graduated or the roll so counterbalanced that 
it will not be moved by any normal and proper tension of the web 
of paper for any part of the machine, and so will act to maintain 
the web of paper at such normal and proper tension; but imme- 
diately upon the tension of the paper having a tendency to increase 
by the contraction or shrinkage of the paper, then the resistance 
of the roll is immediately overcome and the undue or abnormal 
tension is instantly and automatically compensated for. For the 
purpose, therefore, of graduating the resistance of each roll E to 
the lifting stress of the paper a counterbalancing means is pro- 
vided, as follows: There is arranged at one side of the roll a 
rock shaft E’. This shaft turns in pillow blocks or other bear- 
ings @, which are mounted, preferably, upon brackets e’, extend- 
ing, respectively, from the standards e’, fixed to the top plate of 
the frame, as before explained. Projecting from one side of the 
rock shaft E’ at either end thereof are arms e*, from which hang 
links e*, the respective arms catching around pins e”, fixed in the 
sides of said links. These links e* connect with the ends of the 
shaft of the tension roll E outside its respective pillow blocks or 
bearings and in a manner not to interfere with its rotation, on 
which account the respective links e* are provided with boxes e”, 
in which boxes the ends of the shaft of the tension roll are 
adapted to turn. From the other side of the rock shaft there 
extends one or more arms e”, preferably two, as shown, one at

of the arms ec” there is arranged to slide or be adjusted a 
counterbalancing weight E*. This weight has depending from it a 
arranged to slip up the arm e”, and is provided with a 
binding screw e“, the engagement of which with the side of the 
arm acts as a stop and holds the counterbalance at any point of 
adjusted position. This means just described practically forms 
a lever having an adjustable counterbalance upon one side thereof 
for partially overbalancing or offsetting the weight of the tension 
roll, and it is mechanically obvious that the counterbalance E* 
may be set at such point of adjusted positiqn that through the 
intervening arms of the rock lever and connecting links the 
weight of the roll E may be offset to a greater or less degree, 


depending upon the position of the counterbalance, with the effect 


that the roll will not be affected by any normal or proper tension 
of the web of paper, be it little or much, on which account the 
roll properly counterbalanced may act to define the normal and 
proper tension of the paper in any part of the machine where it is 
placed; but immediately upon the tension of the paper web having a 
tendency to increase by the contraction or shrinkage of the paper 
in drying, then the resistance of the roll is overcome. The roll 
is then lifted by the tensional stress of the web of paper, and 
the abnormal tension is automatically relieved or compensated for. 
This variable compensating or graduating of the weight of the 
tension roll by the position of its counterbalance is of importance 
by reason of the fact that when the web of paper begins first to 
be acted upon by the driers it is extremely delicate and it can 
be maintained under very little tension, this necessitating that the 
weight of the tension roll E at this point of the machine should 
be nearly offset by its counterbalance, whereby it will readily 
respond to and be lifted by the web of paper under the least 
degree of stress or abnormal tension. As the web of paper dries, 
however, it can stand and should be given more tension in order 
that it may run and dry smooth. Accordingly by properly offset- 
ting the weight of the roll E at another point or points in the 
machine by the position of the counterbalance the roll or rolls 
may be graduated to resist an increasing tensional stress, and so 
the web of paper be maintained, depending upon its condition, at 
an increasing normal or proper tension; but, as said before, imme- 
diately upon the tensior of the web of paper becoming undue or 
excessive then the roll will be lifted and the tension immediately 
relieved. 

Any tendency to undue or abnormal tension in the web at any 
point is immediately shown to the operator and recorded by 
means of an indicator hand F, arranged on the end of the rock 
shaft E’. This indicator hand shows on a dial F’, supported by a 
bracket F*, fixed to the side of the frame. The operation is that 
when a tension roll E at any point in the machine is lifted by any 
undue tension of the web of paper at such point then the rock 
shaft by the lifting of the tension roll is overcome by the weight 
of the counterbalance, with the effect that the hand on the end 
of the rock shaft is likewise turned and shows on the dial not 
only that the tension roll is lifted and that the web of paper at 
this point is undergoing shrinkage or contraction, and so a tendency 
to undue or abnormal tension, but the hand also shows by the 
lifted position of the roll that further means for relieving the 
tension on the paper should at once be resorted to before the 
tension roll will have been lifted to a point where it is no longer 
of avail to relieve the tension, it being at the most a temporary 
expedient. 

For the further relief of the tension on the web of paper a 
means for varying the speed of each one of the rolls B is pro- 
vided. For this purpose each roll B is separately driven direct 
off a speed changing device G. This device should be one by 
which the speed of the roll may be varied with much delicacy, 


Upon each 


sleeve e”, 


and for this purpose a speed changing device is preferred, like 
that described in a pending application, Serial No. 196,804, filed 
March 7, 1904. Each device G, as shown, is controlled by a hand 
wheel G’. By varying through the medium of the speed changing 
device the speed of any one or more of the rolls B the tension 
on the web of paper may be relieved at any point in the web, so 
making compensation for a variable contraction or shrinkage of 
the paper at different points, as shown by the indicator, or slack 
may be taken up in any particular portion of the web and the web 
of paper maintained at such proper variable tension, depending 
upon the condition of the paper, as will effect the best results. 

With reference now to other improvements embodied in the 
machine, inasmuch as it is arranged to vary the speed of each 
one of the rolls B and inasmuch as a felt is preferably used with 
the rolls for holding the web of paper pressed against the same, 
each roll is accordingly provided with a separate felt H. The 
felt H is in the nature of an endless belt, and it is arranged to 


run upon a series of rolls h h’ and fh’ h’, arranged on the re- 
spective sides of the machine. The rolls h h’ turn in pillow blocks 
h* h®, resting on bearings h® h’, extending from the sides of the 
frame, and above the rolls /* h® turn in pillow blocks h* h’® or 
other journals, said pillow blocks resting upon brackets h’® h", also 
exteding from the sides of the frame. 

With respect to the tensional rolls or devices, it is very evi- 
dent that they may be adapted to any machine where the paper 
is dried in the continuous web. The means also for regulating 
the devices may also be varied in detail without departing from 
the essence of my invention, these changes depending upon the 
circumstances or conditions under which the said devices are used. 

By the term “hot air” as used in this specification it is to be 
understood as meaning any air or elastic fluid sufficiently hot or 
heated to induce heat in the drier rolls. 


Crane Company’s Catalogue.

It 
partakes more of the character of an encyclopedia for power plant 
piping equipment, however. Besides illustrations and particulars 
of the crane, cast iron, ferro-steel valves and fittings and steam 
specialties, the book gives some valuable treatises upon such sub- 
jects as “Merits of Various Styles of Expansion Joints, with II- 
lustrations of Anchorages and Methods of Placing Joints in 
Lines”; “Attaching Flanges to Wrought Iron Pipe”; “Uses of 
Non-Return and Direct Return Steam Traps”; “Drip Pockets: 
Their Application and Uses”; “Merits of Different Types of Sep- 
arators for Eliminating Oil and Water.” The book is handsomely 
bound in cloth, 11%x14% inches, and contains 400 folio pages 
devoted to tables, drawings and information about valves, fittings 
and steam specialties. The half tone illustrations have been pre- 
pared with great care and are sufficiently large to show structural 
cetails. Whenever the design of an article is complicated or un- 
usual, sectional drawings are provided; these, in many cases, so 
graphically picture the mechanism as to render text matter un- 
necessary. 

Particular attention has been given to illustrations showing the 
use and application of goods. Among the page headings, as sug- 
gesting the comprehensiveness of these illustrations, are: “Various 
Styles of Gearing for Operating Large Valves,” “Application of 
Indicator Posts and Floor Stands,” “Styles of Joints Used in 
Attaching Flanges to Wrought Pipe.” . 

As_ indiscriminate circulation of the book is precluded by its 
cost it will be sent only to such persons mentioned above, who also 
give the name of the firm or company with which they are asso- 
ciated and the positions they occupy.

PAPER.—Owing to the apparently quiet conditions that pre- 
vail business seems of smaller proportions than it really is, al- 
though on the whole the demand for the various grades of paper 
is reasonable and fully up to the general average in volume. It 
is quite evident now that business during the month of September 
has been fairly good in the jobbing trade, while in commenting 
on the market the dealers say that trade has been rather quiet, but 
the continued hot weather has probably contributed more to this 
feeling than anything else. The manufacturers have a pretty good 
supply of orders on hand at present, which is sufficient to keep 
the majority of the mills running full. The jobbers so far have 
had a very satisfactory fall; in fact a much better one than the 
manufacturers. With the mills the troubles are low water and 
low prices. From now on it is believed that prices will improve 
gradually with the increased demand. In News paper, although 
the demand has increased, prices have not rallied any, due to the 
heavy production. The demand for wrapping papers has made 
considerable improvement, which is due to the fall buying at the 
retail establishments. The advance in Manilas and Fibre papers 
at a time when business is increasing will be of great benefit to 
these grades, if the manufacturers will hold together. Book 
papers are in a miserable plight, and, with the exception of a little 
better demand, they have not improved any, especially in price. 
All grades of Writings are improving, with prices quoted the same, 
but inclined to stiffen. The other grades are showing a fair 
movement.
